I  offer  with  this  editorial  a  treat  to  all  those  who  exist  as  islands,  for  the  problem 
I  shall  deal  with  is  of  an  individual  nature  as  well  as  being  international  in  scope. 
I  will  attempt  to  steer  clear  of  the  usual  rhetoric  and  provide  a  factual  basis,  an 
in-depth  education,  of  the  now-proverbial  ecology  crisis.  All  you  need  do  is  read; 
the  problem  is  clear-cut  in  both  its  reality  and  imminence. 

The  Cuyahoga  River  which  flows  into  Lake  Erie  is  so  loaded  with  oil  wastes  that 
it  has  been  declared  a  fire  hazard.  A  river  --  a  fire  hazard?  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
it  did  catch  fire.  Burned  two  bridges.  $50,000. 

Congressman  Blatnik  of  Minnesota,  author  of  the  water  pollution  bill,  points  out 
that  on  the  banks  of  the  Mississippi,  down  below  St.  Louis,  there  are  signs  warning 
picnickers  not  to  eat  their  lunch  on  or  near  the  banks  of  the  rivers.  The  spray  from 
the  river  contains  typhoid,  colitis,  hepatitis,  diarrhea,  anthrax,  salmonella,  tuber- 
culosis and  polio.  In  simple  language  it  is  an  open,  running  sewer.  This  water  is  so 
toxic  that  if  you  place  a  fish  in  a  container  of  river  water  the  fish  will  die  in  60  seconds. 
If  you  dilute  the  river  water  100  times  with  clear  water,  the  fish  will  die  in  24  hours. 
The  plain  truth  of  the  matter  is  that  we  all  drink  a  chlorinated  soup  of  dead  bacteria 
that  in  some  cases  has  passed  through  8  or  10  people.  It  can  only  get  worse. 

The  government  has  devised  a  method  which,  through  the  process  of  desaliniza- 
tion  of  ocean  water,  can  supply  the  world  with  clean  drinking  water.  The  only  hang- 
up:  what  do  you  do  with  the  salt?  If  it  is  dumped  back  into  the  ocean  (which  has  been 
and  is  the  practice),  in  a  few  years  all  sea-life  will  simply  cease  to  exist.  This 
includes  plankton,  which  supplies  the  world  with  707c  of  its  oxygen. 

After  the  plankton  the  remaining  30%  of  our  oxygen  supply  comes  from  our  forests, 
our  greenery.  We  have  destroyed  93%  of  our  forests,  and  we're  losing  one  million 
acres  of  our  greenery  each  year.  1,300,000  Ponderosa  pines  up  at  Lake  Arrowhead 
have  been  killed  by  us.  Each  Sunday  edition  of  the  New  York  Times  consumes  150 
acres  of  timber.  Multiply  that  by  100  cities  and  10,000  towns.  Seven  days  in  the  week. 
There  go  the  trees,  oxygen,  and  water. 

A  recent  study  at  the  University  of  Pittsburgh  suggests  that  downwind  from  our 
atomic  testing  infant  mortalities  rise  about  50%,  and  since  the  Alamogordo  blast  in 
1945.  we  have  killed  about  475,000  children  in  their  first  year  of  life.  This,  the  result 
of  20  megatons.  We  continue  the  testing. 

Currently,  the  Atomic  Energy  Commission  is  examining  the  feasibility  of  blasting 
out  a  new  Panama  Canal.  250  megatons.  Fallout  clouds  40,000  feet  high.  Evacuating 
tens  of  thousands  of  people  for  over  two  years.  To  where?  To  what  end?  What  happens 
when  the  Pacific,  18  feet  higher  than  the  Atlantic,  rushes  across  the  Isthmus  bearing 
millions  of  tons  of  water  with  a  different  salinity,  a  different  temperature,  a  different 
population  of  sea  organisms,  thousands  of  species  dying  in  the  new  environment, 
the  climate  being  altered,  agriculture  suffering,  the  lives  of  the  nations  being  trans- 
formed....for  what? 

Six  years  from  today  we  shall  export  our  last  grain  of  wheat.  We  will  have  no  more 
wheat  surplus.  We  will  not  have  enough  for  ourselves.  Dr.  Paul  Ehrlich:   "The  battle 
to  feed  all  of  humanity  is  over.  In  the  1970's  the  world  will  undergo  famines.  Hundreds 
of  millions  of  people  are  going  to  starve  to  death  in  spite  of  any  crash  program  em- 
barked upon  now." 

Who  is  in  control  of  the  rape  of  our  environment?  At  the  recent  U.S.S.P.A.  College 
Editor's  Conference  in  Washington,  D.C.,  Secretary  of  the  Interior  Walter  Hickel 
made  the  following  random  comments:  "We  can't  wave  a  wand  collectively.  The  problem 
is  too  big.  We  must  learn  to  protect  this  earth  individually  or  else  we'll  destroy 
it." 

"You  have  to  get  out.  There  are  so  many  problems.  Even  the  President  wants 
them  corrected." 

"Address  yourselves  to  1000  people.  Act  collectively  to  help." 

"The  President  appropriated  $214  million  of  a  possible  $800  million  to  fight  water 
pollution." 

"I'm  going  to  stick  with  my  President." 

It  is  obvious  that  the  government  is  either  unable  to  or  refuses  to  attempt  to  preserve 
our  civilization.  It  is  also  obvious  that  industry,  controlled  by  men  who  will  no  longer 
be  alive  in  15  years,  doesn't  care  what  happens  in  15  years. 

The  solution  to  the  ecology  crisis  demands  immediate  and  sustained  action  by  the 
students  of  the  world.  Action  in  the  way  of  letters,  telephone  calls,  demonstrations, 
demands,  and  outright  revolutions.  Our  government  that  does  not  heed  the  warnings 
of  its  own  advisors,  that  refuses  to  strive  for  the  well-being  of  the  country  as  well 
as  the  world,  that  insists  on  spending  billions  of  dollars  on  a  senseless  war  instead 
of  using  that  money  to  ensure  that  its  constituents  exist  in  20  years,  dictates  to  each 
citizen  his  duty  to  forcibly  institute  the  needed  programs. 

You  can  start  by  joining  L.I.V.E.  Then  you  might  travel  to  Augusta,  Maine  on  April 
25  for  the  mass  march  being  planned  to  block  the  proposed  off-shore  oil  rigs. 

The  student  population  of  the  world  is  waking  up  to  the  fact  that  we  have  15  to  40 
years  left  on  this  planet.  Fitchburg  of  all  places  cannot  afford  to  remain  apathetic. 
And  by  the  way,  if  you  missed  the  eclipse  last  Satruday,  then  tough  luck.  The  next 
one  may  only  darken  an  already  dead  planet.

College  Editors 
Meet  in  Capitol 

"What's  the  Difference   if  We  Don't  Wake  Up?" 


During  the  weekend  of  February  27  to  March  2,  editors  from  over  100  colleges 
across  the  United  States  conferred  in  Washington,  D.C.  for  the  annual  United  States 
Student  Press  Association's  College  Editors'  Conference.  The  theme  of  the  confe- 
rence was  "What's  the  Difference  if  We  Don't  Wake  Up?",  which  referred  to  waking 
up  to  our  pressing  environmental  problems  and  finding  the  real  causes  and  the  real 
enemy.  The  spirit  of  this  conference  was  best  expressed  by  Marie  S.  Nahikian, 
Conference  Coordinator,  by  her  program  introduction  statement:  " People' s  park 
now  stands  empty  and  guarded.  The  park  died,  the  idea  that  created  it  lives.  Let 
a  thousand  parks  bloom.  And  if  a  few  leave  this  College  Editors'  Conference  under- 
standing, it  is  a  success." 

The  keynote  address  was  given  by  Murray  Bookchin,  social  ecologist  and  author 
risis  in  Our  C  .   the  pen  namo  of  Louis  Leiberl.  In  his  speech  Mr.  Book- 

chin  attacked  our  "anti-ecological  society"  where  man  has  become  pitted  against 
the  natural  world  and,  consequently,  man  himself.  He  said  that  the  problem  of  en- 
vironment lies  at  the  very  roots  of  society,  in  the  concept  that  man  must  dominate 
nature  --  man  against  nature.  He  cited  the  book  of  Genesis  as  proof  of  this  idea 
where  it  says  that  man  was  created  in  the  image  of  God,  who  gave  him  "dominion 
over  the  fish  of  the  sea,  and  over  the  fowl  of  the  air,  and  over  the  cattle,  and  over 
all  the  earth,  and  over  every  creeping  thing  that  creepeth  upon  the  earth."  Mr. 
Bookchin  went  on  to  say  that  from  this  attitude  towards  nature,  man  has  developed 
this  same  attitude  toward  his  fellow  man  and  the  conflict  of  man  against  man  arises. 
This  attitude  has  so  developed,  Mr.  Bookchin  continued,  as  to  reduce  man  to  a  mere 
commodity  in  the  eyes  of  his  kind.  Mr.  Bookchin  cited  the  foremost  points  of  ecolo- 
gic  negation  in  our  society:  the  development  of  the.  patriarchal  family,  the  city,  and 
the  state.  All  of  these  things,  instead  of  benefitting  society,  now  tend  to  isolate 
the  individual  or  individuals  from  society.  For  instance,  why  do  people  go  to  the  city 
to  hide?  Mr.  Bookchin  called  for  a  Communistic  society  in  which  society  served  the 
good  of  society,  where  the  work  of  each  individual  was  for  the  benefit  of  the  society 
as  a  whole  and  not  in  the  interests  of  a  certain  few.  He  said  one  can  not  separate 
ecology  action  from  social  action  because  they  are  so  hopelessly  intertwined  that 
to  do  so  would  be  ridiculous.  He  said  for  ecologist  "Utopian  vision  has  become  rea- 
listic vision."  He  ended  his  speech  with  a  new  slogan,  "Be  realistic,  do  the  Im- 
possible." 

A  keynote  panel  followed  Mr.  Bookchin' s  speech  this  panel  consisted  of:  Karl  Hess, 
former  campaign  manager  for  Barry  Goldwater;  Barry  Weisburg,  from  the  (San 
Frisco)  Bay  Area  Institute  and  author  of  "Raping  Alaska"  from  "Ramparts"  magazine 
January  1970;  and  Paul  Bukle,  Editor  of  Radical  America.  The  overall  attitude  of 
the  panel  was  probably  best  expressed  by  Mr.  Weisburg  who  stressed  the  inadequacies 
and  contradictions  of  our  current  political  economic  system  as  tremendous  stumbling 
blocks  in  the  fight  for  ecological  living.  Mr.  Weisburg  called  for  a  halt  to  "business 
as  usual." 

When  the  Arlington  police  asked  the  panel  whether  any  speeches  would  be  made 
in  support  of  the  Chicago  "8"  conspiracy,  Karl  Hess  replied,  "We  are  the  conspi- 
racy." 

The  highlights  of  the  conference  were  the  Press  conference  with  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  Walter  Hickel  and  the  address  by  Dr.  Margaret  Mead.  At  the  press  confe- 
rence with  Walter  Hickel  the  honorable  secretary  only  seemed  to  stress  the  unbe- 
lievable lack,  of  understanding  of  the  Environmental  problem  that  the  government  has. 
When  asked  about  the  defoliating  of  boundaries  on  the  U.S.,  Canadian  border  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  knew  nothing  about  it  and  responded  to  the  question  by  saying 
there  should  be  better  ways  of  doing  this  in  nature  and  that  we  should  "let  nature 
grow  it  (the  defoliated  area)  back  and  not  do  it  again."  He  didn't  seem  to  realize 
that  the  defoliants  used  were  like  those  used  in  Vietnam  which  have  shown  to  have 
various  side  effects  like  birth  defects  in  children.  He  strengthened  the  audience's 
lack  of  faith  in  our  government  by  the  statement,  "There  are  lots  of  things  doing 
on  that  even  the  President  wants  to  straighten  out."  Mr  Hickel  also  contradicted 
previous  statements  he  had  made  concerning  such  problems  as  the  amount  of  land 
in  Alaska  to  be  reserved  for  the  natives.  Previously,  he  had  advocated  17  million 
acres  of  the  180  million  acres  guaranteed  by  the  1958  Statehood  agreement.  At  this 
writing  he  advocates  500  million  acres. 

When  the  disgusted  audience  asked  Mr.  Hickel  what  his  job  was,  he  was  unable 
to  give  a  direct  answer  but  rather  rattled  on  about  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Dept.  of 
the  Interior.  At  the  end  of  the  conference,  Mr.  Hickel  was  advocating  the  abolition 
of  his  department  and  the  developement  of  a  new  Dep.  of  Natural  Resources  and  En- 
vironment. 

Mr.  Hickel  left  the"  platform  amidst  the  renewed  jeering  and  heckling  which  ac- 
companies him  on  his  entrance.  Continued  on  Page  Two

Feelings  and  emotions  were  quite  different  on  Sunday  when  Dr.  Mead  spoke.  The 
deep  respect  held  for  Dr.  Mead  demonstrated  by  the  standing  ovation  she  received 
upon  her  introduction  by  the  conference  co-ordinator.  Dr.  Mead  addressed  herself 
to  the  role  of  the  student  and  the  youths  of  America  in  bringing  about  the  necessary 
social  changes.  She  said  that  the  student  movements  of  a  few  years  ago  are  gaining 
more  momentum  now  because  the  students  then  are  post  graduates  now  and  some  are 
even  approaching  that  distrustful  age  of  thirty  like  Tom  Hayden.  These  older  people 
by  being  more  effective  members  in  the  community  bring  about  more  logistical  sup- 
port for  student  based  dissent.  She  said,  however,  that  the  students  still  remain  the 
style  setters  of  these  dissents.  In  speaking  „n  the  current  American  Revolution,  Dr. 
Mead  said  that  the  difference  between  past  revolutions  and  the  one  at  present  is  that 
in  the  past  revolutions  were  against  those  "who  do  evil  intentionally"  while  today 
the  revolution  is  against  those  who  think  they're  doing  good.  She  said  the  sanction 
these  people  have  for  doing  good  is  their  poor  pay  and  dedication,  e.g.  vista  volunteers, 
public  servants,  etc.  These  reverant  do-gooders,  Dr.  Mead,  went  on,  have  plans  that 
operate  to  slow  getting  bogged  down  in  beaurocracy  and  limitations  set  by  the  laws 
so  that  by  the  time  the  changes  have  been  made  they  are  seen  to  be  outdated  and 
irrelavant.  She  stressed  a  sense  of  urgency  with  todays  problems  and  said  that 
people  are  now  getting  behind  real  change. 

Dr.  Mead  made  a  few  comments  on  the  older  generation  identifying  with  the  youth 
movements.  She  said  "sideburns  are  a  bridge  between  the  past  and  the  future  and 
are  merely  a  sign  of  good  by  the  establishment  liberals  and  do-gooders."  She  also 
stressed  the  importance  of  theatrics  in  dissent,  like  marches  and  protests  because 
of  todays  use  of  visual  media.  She  urged  that  this  trend  be  continued. 

At  the  end  of  her  speech,  Dr.  Mead  agreed  to  answer  questions  from  the  floor. 
In  answer  to  the  question  of  what  we  should  do  to  solve  specific  world  problems, 
Dr.  Mead  stressed  that  all  solutions  are  interlocked  she  said  that  there  is  no  one 
solution  because  one  solution  will  create  problems  in  the  future  in  need  of  another 
solution.  In  answer  to  a  question  on  why  she  supported  legilizing  marijuana,  she  said 
that  because  marijuana  is  not  a  narcotic,  it  has  become  a  "symbol  of  sheer  perse- 
cutio  n  of  the  young  by  the  old"  and  the  laws  hampering  its  use  are  a  "bad 
administration  of  justice." 


You  Can  Fight  City  Hall

On  Monday,  March  9th  about  fifty  concerned  citizens  of  the  Fitchburg  college 
area  met  at  the  college  area  Neighborhood  center  to  discuss  the  political  action  to 
be  taken  against  Mayor  "Billy  the  Kid"  Flynn  and  the  city  council  concerning  non 
allocation  of  funds  for  the  continuance  of  the  Youth  Center.  The  reason  why  there 
is  so  much  concern  is  that  the  mayor  has  failed  to  realize  that  this  center  is  the 
only  recreational  and  out  of  school  educational  facility  that  the  area  youth  have.  His 
reason  for  discontinuing  the  city  funds  is  that  he  does  not  feel  that  the  service  of- 
fered to  the  community  is  a  city  responsibility.  It  seems  that  the  poor  aren't  a  concern 
of  the  city  government  no  matter  what  effect  they  might  have  on  the  community.  It 
would  be  one  thing  to  ask  this  city  government  for  huge  sums  of  money,  but  all  that 
is  needed  to  keep  the  center  in  basic  operation  is  $5,000.  This  sum  is  mere  pennies 
when  one  considers  the  multi-million  dollar  budget  of  Fitchburg.  Where  is  it?  Shall 
not  the  youth,  especially  disadvantaged  youth,  be  supplied  with  some  other  activity 
besides  the  streets?  Does  it  not  rest  on  the  city  government  to  provide  such  activi- 
ties? Don't  people' enter  into  our  city  government's  plans?  (They  may  be  poor  Billy, 
but  they  still  are  people.) 

We  are  appalled  at  the  seemingly  mindlessness  of  our  city  government.  To  combat 
this  indifference  there  will  be  petitions  going  around  school  to  be  presented  to  the 
mayor  during  a  rally  on  Monday,  March  16,  at  Fitchburg  City  Hall.  All  those  in- 
terested in  participating  (we  urge  all.  to  take  an  active  part!)  should  meet  at  the 
Youth  Center  at  3:30  Monday.  Remember,  people  are  at  stake  here.  Many  "politi- 
cians" have  jumped  on  the  Environmental  Bandwagon,  but  is  a  chance  to  combat 
a  real  "environmental  problem"  actually  helping  people?  Seize  the  time, 
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L.I.V.E.  Quotes  Walter  E.  Howard 

"To  appreciate  the  recent  rapidity  with  which  the  world's  population  has  grown  - 
it  took  from  the  beginning  of  man  until  1850  to  reach  apopulation  of  one  billion  people, 
only  80  years  more  (1930)  to  reach  two  billion,  then  only  30  years  (1960)  to  reach  the 
three  billion  mark,  and  in  less  than  15  years  after  1960  we  expect  four  billion.  In 
the  next  25  years  after  that,  the  population  is  expected  to  increasy  by  another  three 
and  one-half  billion  people.  If  there  have  been  about  77  billion  births  since  the  Stone 
Age,  then  about  1  out  of  every  22  persons  born  since  then  is  alive  today;  but  in  only 
30  or  40  years  from  now,  if  current  rates  of  increase  continue.  1  out  of  every  10 
people  ever  born  will  be  living  at  that  time.

To  Pay  or  Not  to  Pay? 

The  first  part  of  the  following  article  was  drafted  by  Dr.  Durant  concerning  the 
issue  of  B.J.  Thomas'  performance  on  February  22,  1970.  Mr.  Maiolo's  comments 
and  conclusions  are  based  on  what  he  considers  the  best  course  of  action  with  regard 
to  the  facts. 

1.  It  seems  safe  to  say  that  the  affair  Sunday,  February  22,  1970  at  the  Civic  Audi- 
torium was  completely  confused.  There  also  seems  no  justifiable  reason  to  withhold 
payment  to  B.J.  Thomas.  The  following  information  appears  pertinent. 

a.  A  contract  dated  8  January  1970  was  signed  by  Ronald  R.  Rosado  in  the  name 
of  Fitchburg  State  College.  No  other  college  signature  obtained  from  Mr.  Rosado 
Tuesday,  February  24,  1970  shortly  after  he  received  it  in  the  mail  It  left  Boston  on 
the  19th. 

b.  Mr.  Rosado  claims  that  the  writing  added  in  paragraph  21  was  added  without 
his  knowledge  or  consent.  However,  a  copy  of  a  letter  to  Mr.  Rosado  from  Music 
Productions  (the  booking  agent)  dated  13  January  1970  indicates  the  requirement  for 
the  piano.  It  can  be  noted,  too,  that  the  note  initiated  by  Mr.  Rosado  indicates  Fitchburg 
does  not  agree  to  deposit  in  advance  has  doubtful  verity. 

c.  The  contract  also  calls  for  a  concert  beginning  at  2:00  P.M.  Telephone  conver- 
sation with  Messrs.  Sdoucos  and  Miller  of  Music  Productions  indicates  that  B.  J. 
Thomas  did  not  go  on  stage  until  about  4:40  p.m.  Several  factors  seem  to  enter  the 
delay: 

1)  No  check  was  available  when  the  technician  (or  some  such  person)  associated 
with  the  concert  arrived  about  noon  time. 

2)  The  piano  was  not  available.  One  was  obtained  at  some  expense  by  Mr.  Adams. 
Without  his  help  there  might  have  been  no  performance. 

3)  A  local  group  was  on  stage  at  2:00  p.m.  or  thereabouts  and  "The  Turtles", 
another  $4000  attraction  was  scheduled  apparently  for  the  same  time. 

d.  These  factors  appear  to  put  the  college,  or  more  precisely  Mr.  Rosado,  in  a 
very  weak  position. 

2.  It  should  be  noted  that  Mr.  Rosado  was  cautioned  by  Dr.  Durant  some  weeks  ago 
in  the  presence  of  Mr.  Jackson  and  Officer  Walsh  that  the  financial  committment 
was  high  cand  could  result  in  a  loss.  He  was  also  told  that  the  Student  Government 
Association  General  Association  General  Account  should  not  be  used  as  a  backup 
or  bailout.  Mr.  Maiolo  was  similarly  cautioned.  However,  S.G.A.  did  make  a  loan  of 
$5000  to  the  Sophomore  Class  with  the  result  that  the  Sophomore  treasure  is  bankrupt 
and  over  $2000  in  debt  to  S.G.A. 
#.  Mr.  Rosado's  actions,  including  his  relations  with  the  class  sponsors,  are  highly 
questionable.  It  appears  that  he  acted  on  his  own  and  at  one  point  claimed  a  sponsor 
had  signed  the  contract,  --  obviously  not  ture.  Whether  S.G.A.  or  the  Sophomore  Class 
have  learned  from  the  affair  is  a  question. 

After  considering  the  aforementioned  facts  I  recommend  that: 

1.  B.J.  Thomas  be  paid  the  full  amount,  of  $4000  forrfiis  performance  on  February 
22,  1970. 

2.  That  this  payment  be  made  through  a  transfer  of  funds  to  the  Sophomore  Class 
from  the  General  Fund. 

3.  That  the  Sophomore  Class  be  responsible  for  paying  this  debt  before  their 
graduation  date. 

4.  That  in  the  future  any  class  or  organization  using  any  part  of  the  Student  Acti- 
vity Fee  for  entertainment  of  this  nature  work  closely  with  the  President  of  the  Stu- 
dent Government  Association,  The  Student  Government  Social  Chairman,  and  class 
advisors  to  avoid  a  similar  predictment.

Ha  s  there  been  a  time  when  you  have  just  given  up  on  your  country  because  the 
actions  of  a  few  had  given  her  a  brand  of  shame  in  the  eyes  of  the  world?  Was  there 
ever  a  time  when  you  felt  that  history's  greatest  example  of  a  free  democracy  was 
in  reality  a  hiding  place  for  the  world's  greatest  accumulation  of  bigots  and  racists? 
Remember  November  of  1963  and  June  of  '68;  remember  Martin  Luther  King;  remember 
Watts  and  Detroit  and  Newark,  New  Jersey.  These  are  times  when  you  just  feel  like 
throwing  in  the  proverbial  towel  and  saying  "to  hell  with  America."  These  are  times 
when  people  lost  the  pride  in  their  country  that  they  had  fought  for  in  wars.  And  for 
those  who  had  never  fought  in  a  war  but  had  ambitions  of  changing  the  evils  of  America 
through  intellectual  means,  the  name  of  America  had  a  hollow  meaning.

Let's  show  the  grown-up  generation  of  this  great  country  that  we,  as  human 
beings,  want  to  be  heard.  Let's  prove  to  them  that  we  are  as  honest  and  hard  working 
as  they.  Let's  show  them  that  we  are  intelligent  and  concerned  about  the  world  as 
much  as  they  are.  The  time  is  ripe  for  the  college  population  to  add  a  new  dimension 
to  our  education.  We  want  not  only  an  education  from  books  but  also  an  education  of 
each  other  in  the  field  of  social  responsibility  and  concern  for  existence.

Incident  at  U  Mass  by  James  Farrest 


After  being  bombarded  with  pages  of 
commentary  immortalizing  (or  at  least 
defending)  the  Chicago  8  then  5  for  their 
herculean  battle  to  rescue  themselves 
from  the  clutches  of  a  tyrannical 
judge  and  accompaning  attributes,  I  think 
a  defense  statement  for  the  nation  is 
in  order. 

First,  these  individuals  are  guilty  of 
crossing  a  state  line  to  incite  riot. 
A  riot  took  place;  they  were  there. 
They  openly  aggitated  the  situation.  This 
does  constitute  the  makings  of  a  conspi- 
racy. The  hard-core  members  of  the  Chi- 
cago demonstrations  /  riot  went  up  with 
one  central  motive  in  mind:  see  how 
much  the  law  would  take  before  it  re- 
taliated. If  the  police  reacted  by  busting 
a  few  skulls,  they  would  realize  a  two- 
fold accomplishment.  The  old  standby 
"police  brutality"  slogan  would  be  ex- 
ploited by  the  news  media,  illustrating 
isolated  shots  of  police  harrasment  of 
"innocent"  victims.  After  a  few  days  of 
this  type  of  exposure,  the  conspirators 
would  be  justified  in  calling  the  collec- 
tive sequence  of  shots  a  "police  riot." 
This  deliberate  martyrdom  of  consenting 
individuals  would  draw  more  of  the  un- 
committed into  committment  to  the  con- 
spiracy design.  Also,  this  would  elicit 
uncalculable  outpourings  of  sympathyfor 
the  cause  from  the  docile  millions  who 
sit  in  front  of  their  boob  tubes,  taking 
in  all  this  "free  publicity"  without  ever 
questioning  it.  The  "police  riot"  scheme 
did  come  off  even  with  an  official  com- 
mission to  put  their  stamp  of  approval 
on    it.    But  this  barrage  of  sympathy 


that  was  to  get  those  who  were  caught 
in  the  conspiracy  act  off  the  hook  failed. 
In  the  months  between  the  convention  and 
the  trial,  most  of  the  "silent  majori- 
ty", the  TV  audience,  were  put  wise 
to  the  underlying  motives  of  the  con- 
spiracy by  listening  to  something  other 
than  the  TV.  Also  they  have  anew  spoke- 
man,  Spiro  Agnew,  and  as  much  as  the 
dissidents  try  to  ridicule  him,  people 
are  listening  to  him. 

During  the  trial,  the  same  motive  of 
pushing  the  patience  of  the  authorities 
to  the  limit  came  to  light.  Day  after 
day  during  the  proceedings,  the  defen- 
dants and  their  lawyers  showed  their 
contempt  for  Judge  Hoffman  and  his  court 
by  incessant  bursts  of  sensationalistic 
publicity- seeking  rabblerousing,  i.e., 
contempt  of  court.  I  think  Judge  Hoff- 
mann should  be  accorded  the  traditional 
privilege  to  expect  order  in  his  court- 
room. So  after  he  had  taken  enough 
guff,  he  put  the  crunch  on  the  aggita- 
tors.  Let's  fact  it:  a  courtroom  is  not 
the  place  for  animalistic  slander  and  dis- 
ruption. If  this  type  of  performance  was 
allowed  to  go  by  the  criminals  can  run 
the  "show"  in  the  courtroom  as  they 
already  do  outside  of  it,  why  the  need 
for  any  formal  judicial  structure  at  all? 
There  are  still  many  people  who  do  not 
relish  the  encroachment  of  anarchy  that 
this  predicament  would  include.  In  sum- 
mation, this  "test  case"  is  closed  and 
the  "country"  has  rendered  its  verdict. 
Justice  where  applicable  butprosecution 
also,  if  qualified.  Peace  yes,  surrender 
never!

So    I've    Heard    by    Jo    Ann    Gerde 


Today's  growing  colleges  and  univer- 
sities are  faced  with  a  tremendous  num- 
ber of  problems.  Each  year  discoveries 
made  in  certain  fields  mean  revamping 
of  whole  curriculums.  Good  teachers  are 
hard  to  find,  and  once  found  are  hard 
to  keep.  Students  are  more  intelligent, 
and  are  doubling  in  number  every  ten 
years.  Present  college  facilities  must 
expand  to  keep  up  with  the   students. 

Yet  students  only  pay  a  fraction  (1/3) 
of  the  amount  of  money  necessary  to 
keep  good  and  make  poor  schools  better. 
The  other  2/3  depends  on  donations 
from  people  outside  the  college  commu- 
nity. 

As  a  people  outside  the  academic  com- 
munity, I  would  be  somewhat  reluctant 
to  give  my  money  to  a  school  that  was 
constantly  in  the  throes  of  a  sittingin- 
standingout-picketing-militanting  de- 
monstration. A  demonstration  against, 
for  example  janitors  using  black  bristled 
brooms    to   sweep  the   hallowed  halls. 

But  I  am  not  a  people  outside  the 
academic  community  and  I  do  pay  the 
one-third,  and  expect  things  to  happen. 
One  of  the  things  I'm  looking  forward 
to  in  the  future  of  my  school,  is 
speedier  more  efficient,  more  up-to- 
date  snow  removal. 

Ignoring  completely  the  fact  that  the 
college's  parking  lots  are  small  to 
begin  with  and  annually  shrink,  I'll 
turn  my  pen  to  the  streets  around 
the  school.  They  are  narrow.  Even  in  the 
summer.  But  after  a  snowstorm  it  be- 
comes extremely  difficult  to  find  them. 
And  once  found,   the  plows  plow  only 


half  of  the  street,  and  put  signs  on  the 
other  side  in  the  snowbanks  reading 
"No  Parking,  Snow  Removal." 

With  cars  able  to  park  on  only  half 
the  street,  I  would  estimate  that  nearly 
one  hundred  cars  are  without  a  home. 
Where  they're  at,  I  don't  know.  When 
we  have  another  snowstorm,  the  half 
of  the  street  now  unplowed  will  be  a 
mass  of  ice,  and  plow  won't  be  able 
to  plow  the  half  of  the  street  that's 
already  plowed  and  then  200-250  cars 
will  be  without  a  home  and  they'll  be 
swinging  from  the  trees  and  parking  on 
the  roofs  and  the  plowmen  will  have 
to  replace  the  No  Parking,  Snow  Re- 
moval" signs  with  "No  Snowing,  Car 
Removal"  signs. 

The  fact  remains  that  parking  is  a 
problem.  The  solution  is  not  in  the  near 
future.  Of  course  the  administration  could 
ask  the  students  to  leave  their  cars 
at  home  during  the  snow  season  because 
after  all  the  commuters  are  only  a 
majority. 

All '  kidding  aside,  I  have  found  the 
answer.  The  other  day  I  circled  the 
campus  for  three  coffees  and  a  half 
a  pack  of  cigarettes,  which  in  time  if 
forty-five  minutes,  trying  to  park  my 
Gerdian  Container.  It  was  hopeless.  So, 
stopping  the  car  in  the  center  of  Pearl 
St.,  where  North  St.  crosses  Pearl,  I 
put  the  car  in  first  gear,  turned  off 
the  ignition,  released  the  clutch, 
grabbed  my  books,  and  smilingly  strolled 
to  the  cafeteria  for  coffee  thinking, 
I'll  bet  the  police  can  find  a  good  place 
to  park  it."  They  did. 


A  short  time  ago,  at  the  University 
of  Massachusetts,  a  well-known  political 
figure  attempted  to  address  the  students 
of  that  institution,  to  put  forth  his  ideas. 
He  was  forced  to  leave  the  podium,  be- 
cause of  the  raucous  tumult  that  enve- 
loped the  auditorium  as  he  began  to 
speak.  This  man  was  assaulted  verbally 
and  humiliated  merely  because  of  the 
contexture  of  his  background. 

It  is  irrelevant  who  the  speaker  was. 
What  disturbs  me  is  the  total  disre- 
gard for  and  arrogant  degradation  of  the 
man's  ideas,  prior  to  even  hearing  those 
ideas. 

A  few  concerned  and  interested  stu- 
dents of  FSC  recently  fought  and  won  a 
battle  that  germinated  out  of  the  same 
type  of  situation;  that  is,  suppression 
and  intolerance  of  other  modes  of  thought. 
President  Hammond  essayed  to  force 
the  Cycle  to  conform  to  his  conception 
of  "taste,"  thereby  violating  the  right 
to  free  speech.  Those  students  at l)  Mass 
did  the  same. 

What  is  the  role  of  the  newspaper  in 
relation  to  the  afore  mentioned  incident? 
I  think  that  this  role  is  to  inform  and 
stimulate  its  readers  to  insure  thatnot 
only  campus-related  information  is  pre- 
sented to  students  but  also  to  present 
national   issues  affecting  all   students. 


There  are  keen  minds  and  sharp  in- 
tellects at  FSC,  yet  they  are  well-hidden 
behind  cries  of  apathy.  Usually  those  who 
volubly  affirm  apathy  are  exemplifying 
the  activity  that  occurred  at  U  Mass 
and  here  at  FSC;  they  are  censoring 
their  own  ideas  in  the  name  of  this 
apathy.  Think  about  it.  Are  you  concerned 
about  the  worth  and  relevance  of  courses 
here  at  FSC?  Such  as  English  Composi- 
tion? And  a  token  Black  Authors  course? 

Are  you  curious  as  to  why  FSC  is  so 
backward  compared  to  other  State  Col- 
leges? 

Are  you  worried  that  Nixon  is  re- 
moving a  good  part  of  government  support 
to  colleges  and  universities? 

Do  you  ever  wonder  why  Massachu- 
setts is  fiftieth  in  the  nation  in  the  amount 
of  aid  it  gives  to  its  State  Colleges: 

If  such  questions  as  these  don't  worry 
you  as  a  student  at  FSC,  then  you  are 
committing  a  crime  worse  than  that  done 
by  the  students  of  U  Mass  and  Pre- 
sident Hammond.  You  are  spinning  a 
cocoon  about  yourselves  composed  of 
unreality;  you  live  in  an  alcoholic  fog  and 
as  you  drink  your  beer  you  complain 
how  rotten  school  is.  And  it  is  rotten 
because  you  don't  concern  yourselves 
with  your  own  welfare,  and  you  don't 
care  about  what  happens  to  you.  If  you 
can't  stand  up  and  face  the  problems  you 
find  on  this   campus,  then  I  pity  you. 


Judicial  Board  Elected  at  Herlihy  Hall 


On  February  16,  the  Herlihy  Hall  re- 
sidents elected  Paul  Peavey,  Frank 
Walsh,  and  Gary  Wilson  as  represen- 
tatives to  the  Judicial  Board.  The  pur- 
pose of  the  Board  is  to  relieve  the  dor- 
mitory councilors  of  the  jobs  of  pass- 
ing sentence  on  those  who  infrinage 
upon  the  rules  of  the  dormitory.  As 
it  is,  the  councillors  have  enough  to 
do  with  merely  maintaining  peace  in  the 
cormitory.  A  resident  of  the  dormitory 
is  granted  a  chance  to  explain  his  side 
of  the  story  to  the  Judicial  Board  mem- 
bers, thus  relieving  the  councillors  of 
this  tedious  chore.  It  is  the  job  of  the 
Judicial  Board  to  help  reform  the  of- 
fender socially,  academically,  and 
morally,  if  at  all  possible.  When  the 
problem  presents  itself,  professional 
guidance  is  made  available  throughthe 
College  Counseling  Service. 

In  working  along  with  the  dormitory 
councillors  and  residents,  the  Judicial 
Board  has  been  able  to  establish  a  uni- 
form code  of  sentences  for  violations, 
thus  putting  an  end  to  some,  of  the 
meaningless  sentences  dealt  out  in  the 
past.  Sheets  of  papers  with  a  list  of 
offenses  typed  on  them  were  passed  out 
to  the  Herlihy  residents.  The  residents 
then  placed  their  own  ideas  of  what  the 


appropriate  sentences  should  be  for  each 
individual  offense.  With  these  opinions 
in  mind,  the  councillors  and  Judicial 
Board  members  then  arrived  at  an  equi- 
table, reasonable  sentence  for  each  se- 
parate offense. 

A  recreation  committee  has  also  been 
established  at  Herlihy,  consisting  of 
Frank  Walsh:  chairman,  Jim  Longton, 
Jack  Mistier,  Don  Domina,  and  Dave 
Nawrocki,  all  serving  ona  volunteer 
basis.  The  purpose  of  the  Committee  is 
to  establish  various  recreational  out- 
lets, which  will  provide  opportunities  for 
socializing,  and  promote  successful  inter 
dormitory  competitions. 

The  ping-pong  tournament,  which  is 
just  concluding,  is  one  of  those  recrea- 
tional successes.  A  Hockey  team  com- 
posed of  dormitory  residents,  has  turned 
out  to  be  a  tremendous  success.  The 
dormitory  residents  have  voted  to 
finance  the  renting  of  the  Wallace  Cen- 
ter skating  rink  to  make  it  possible  for 
the  hockey  team  to  practice.  Arrang- 
ments  are  being  made  for  volleyball, 
cribbage,  billiards,  pool,  and  golf  tour- 
nament, with  an  Athletic  banquet  at  the 
end  of  the  scholastic  year. 

So  far,  Herlihy  Hall  lives  in  relative 
peace  and  tranquility.

To  the  Student  Body: 

What  would  happen  if,  on  some  warm 
spring  Sunday  night,  at  12:01  a.m. ,  all 
the  girls  from  Miller,  or  Palmer,  or 
High  Rise  were  to  stage  a  walk  out  in 
which  they  walk  around  the  block  to 
show  they  have  as  much  right  to  do  so 
as  anyone  from  Herlihy  Hall? 

Now  that  freedom  of  the  press  has 
been  established  on  our  campus,  it  is 
now  time  to  eliminate  the  discrimination 
being  shown  to  the  female  dorm  stu- 
dents by  the  administration.  By  discri- 
mination I  mean  the  curfew  policy  which 
is  administered  to  the  female  dorm  stu- 
dents but  which  is  not  applied  to  the 
Herlihy  Hall  residents. 

I  am  sure  all  the  dorm  students, 
male  and  female,  are  familiar  with  the 
policy  of  the  girls'  having  to  sign-out 
at  night,  giving  their  destination  and  with 
whom  they  are  accompanied,  and  it  is 
expected  that  they  be  back  by  11  p.m. 
on  week-nights  and  by  2  p.m.  on  week- 
ends. The  punishments  for  failing  to  meet 
the  curfew  can  be  having  the  curfews 
made  earlier,  or  losing  their  lates;  but 
the  real  punishment,  is  the  curfews 
themselves.  This  would  not  be  a  punish- 
ment, or  discrimination,  if  the  same  cur- 
few system  were  applied  to  the  Her- 
lihy Hall  residents,  but  since  it  is  not, 
then  the  administration  is  showing  that 
the  female  dorm  students  are  not  con- 
sidered equal  to  the  male  dorm  stu- 
dents. What  amazes  me  is  not  the  ad- 
ministration's following  the  female  dis- 
criminatory tradition  of  our  society,  but 
the  fact  that  the  girls  on  campus  allow 
this  discrimination  to  continue  and  some 
even  to  encourage  it! 

How  can  the  girl  dorm  students  gain 
their  equality?  How  long  will  they  allow 
the  administration  to  treat  them  as  in- 
ferior? Taking  the  CYCLE  as  an  exam- 
ple, how  would  this  clear  cut  case  of 
discrimination  (instead  of  Freedom  of  the 
Press)  stand  up  in  court?

FSC  WAS  NEVER  LIKE  THIS! 

There  has  been  quite  a  large  melee  going  on  at  Bridgewater  State  these  past  few 
days.  To  students  at  Fitchburg  State,  the  cause  of  this  struggle  between  students 
and  administration  may  seem  quite  ridiculous  and  a  waste  of  time.  Of  course, 
students  at  Fitchburg  State  are  like  that. 

It  seems  that  Bridgewater  State  is  up-tight  because  the  administration  decided  to 
fire  a  philosophy  professor.  On  February  27, 1970,  Dr.  Donald  R.  Dunbar  was  informed 
that  his  services  would  not  be  required  after  the  end  of  the  current  academic  year. 
This  upset  Dr.  Dunbar  more  than  a  little,  but  what  could  he  do  but  inform  his  stu- 
dents that  he  wouldn't  be  around  next  year  because  the  administration  didn't  like  the 
way  he  taught?  Here  at  Fitchburg  State  College,  had  the  same  situation  occurred  kids 
probably    would    have    shrugged    their    shoulders   and   immediately  forget  about  it. 

However,  it  would  appear  that  the  students  at  Bridgewater  have  something  we  at 
Fitchburg  lack:  they  care  about  their  school  and  they  appreciate  good  instructors. 
So  they  called  a  student  strike  and  began  boycotting  classes.  Over  2500  kids  rallied 
to  support  Dr.  Dunbar.  Over  2500  kids  cared  enough  to  leave  classes  and  support  a 
college  official  that  they  trusted  and  respected.  Amazing,  isn't  it? 

Dr.  Dunbar  is  not  an  ordinary  professor  however,  and  that's  why  he  was  fired. 
He  was  fired  because  he  taught  in  a  manner  that  was  fresh  and  new;  he  appealed  to 
a  kid's  imagination  and  worked  with  ideas;  he  made  kids  think  for  themselves.  In 
other  words,  he  taught  the  way  a  professor  should  teach:  he  didn't  deal  in  cold,  re- 
mote, impersonal  facts  gleaned  from  text-books.  He  dealt  in  ideas,  and  the  facts  came 
of  the  ideas. 

The  students  at  Bridgewater  State  are  to  be  applauded  for  their  courage  in  support- 
ing a  man  branded  irresponsible  by  the  administration,  and  it  is  obvious  that  the 
administration  at  BCS  deem  Dr.  Dunbar  irresponsible.  Why  else  would  they  fire 
him? 

Wednesday  night,  March  4,  1970,  a  candle-light  rally  was  held  at  BSC.  The  students 
sang  and  were  together,  brought  together  by  the  possible  loss  of  something  they  valued. 
Students  at  FSC:  isn't  that  strange? 

Why  should  anyone  care  enough  about  their  school  and  their  own  welfare  to  "revolt" 
against  the  good  administrators?  Think  about  it!

The 
above  views  are  about  the  only  things  I  can  express  somewhat  optimistically  about  this 
noble  institution  (at  least  you  can't  say  I'm  a  total  pessimist,  but,  after  my  expe- 
riences here,  pretty  much  one.) 

Now  "students"  you  may  actually  receive  my  brilliant  suggestions  for  the  obvious 
reform  needed.  First,  cut  down  drastically  on  the  number  of  commuting  students. 
It's  kind  of  sickening  to  observe  such  a  steadfastly  held  stereotype  year  after  year. 
I  think  it  would  be  really  sharp  to  talk  with  some  one  with  different  ideas.  Besides, 
living  in  this  area  for  twenty-one  years  is  such  a  close  minded  experience.  As  one 
local  man  pointed  out  to  me,  the  Fitchburg  area  is  one  of  the  last  strongholds,  in  this 
so-called  "liberal"  East,  of  McCarthyism.  (That's  Joe,  not  Gene,  kids). 

Next,  throughout  this  persistent  dream  of  the  Administration:  expansion.  Sure  its 
nice  to  allow  more  people  education  but  first  we  have  to  develop  a  good  system  of 
education  which,  incidently,  we  just  don't  happen  to  have  now.  What's  the  sense  of 
turning  out  more  mindless  wonders  that  we  have  now. 

Now,  get  ready  faculty,  the  shocker:  reform  or  completely  do  away  with  the  tenure 
system.  Sure  it  gives  security.  This  security  also  can  make  some  "teachers" 
act  like  nice  little  fascists  in  their  classrooms.  Ever  hear  of  the  "teachers"  from 
whom  your  sure  to  get  a  good  mark  if  you're  dressed  "properly"?  But  if  you're 
different:  bye  now!  Also,  this  security  offered  in  this  present  system  can  and  has 
stopped  some  professors  from  making  their  voices  heard  when  reform  is  needed. 
"Why  rock  the  boat."? 

Of  course  one  of  the  best  suggestions  anyone  can  offer  is  a  good  system  of  communi- 
cation among  students,  faculty  and  administration.

Let's  try  for  a  system  where  students  are  not  only  listened  to 
but  can  see  their  ideas  put  into  action.  No  more  crumbs  please. 

Well  "students"  I  hope  some  of  my  fantastically  brilliant  ideas  will  actually  bring 
about  some  thinking  and,  with  the  utmost  optimism,  maybe  some  action.  Obviously 
there's  something  at  work  with  our  present  day  systems  of  education,  not  only  here 
but  throughout  the  United  States.  Those' s  in  power  at  some  universities  have  listened 
to  the  bitching  (where  some  have  had  to  go  to  extreme  measures  to  be  made  known) 
and  are  trying  to  bring  about  some  constructive  action.  But,  to  my  knowledge,  this 
isn't  the  case  in  mose  universities.  Repression  and  closemindedness  seem  to  be  the 
answers  to  the  still  unanswered  questions.  Let's  hope  this  isn't  the  trend  of  the  future 
for  those  in  whom  we've  placed  the  educational  responsibility  of  our  citizens.

Against  Oil 


PORTLAND,  Me.  (LNS)- -The  people  of 
Maine  have  recently  learned  that  some 
of  the  world's  largest  oil  deposits  have 
been  discovered  just  off  the  Maine  coast. 
The  oil  companies,  other  big  business 
interests  in  Maine,  Senator  Muskie  and 
most  other  liberal  and  conservative 
Maine  politicans,  have  expressed  delight 
at  this  godsend  to  a  state  that  has  never 
developed  much  in  the  way  of  heavy 
industry. 

But  for  most  Maine  residents  the 
prospects  of  huge  off-shore  drilling  pro- 
jects are  seen  not  as  a  godsend  but 
as  a  threat.  For  one  thing,  the  lack 
of  heavy  industry  has  long  been  one  of 
Maine's  greatest  resources.  For  years 
Maine  license  plates  have  borne  the 
inscription  "Vacationland",  and  unlike 
New  Jersey's  claim  to  being  a  "Garden 
State",  the  Vacationland  title  has  a  lot 
of  truth  to  it.  Maine's  rugged  coast 
and  open  spaces  have  made  it  a  haven 
for  vacationers  who  want  to  get  away 
from  it  all,  or  at  least  from  as  much 
of  it  as  possible. 

Now  the  coast-line,  the  wild-life, 
Maine's  whole  distinctive  way  of  life, 
are  being  threatened  by  the  big  profits 
and  big  pollution  promised  by  the  off- 
shore oil.  And  people  all  across  the  state, 
are  mobilizing  to  keep  the  oil  industry 
OUT.  A  mass  march  on  the  state  ca- 
pital at  Augusta  is  being  planned  for 
April  25.

The  Who's  Who  Committee  of  the  Stu- 
dent Government  Association  was  for- 
mulated to  review  the  procedure  by  which 
Who's  Who  candidates  are  nominated 
from  Fitchburg  State  College. 

Thanks  are  to  be  extended  to  chair- 
man James  Forrest,  Suzi  Anderson  and 
Paul  Sadowski  for  their  efforst  with 
regard  to  this  matter.  Special  thanks 
go  to  Teresa  Secino  for  her  invaluable 
constructive  criticism. 

Formerly,  Who's  Who  candidates  were 
chosen  by  the  Registrar,  who  sent  a 
directive   to  the   department  chairman 
of  all  students  on  the  Dean' s  list. 

The  committee  drew  up  the  following 
proposal  which  was  passed  by  the  Stu- 
dent Government  Association; 

Candidates  must  have  at  least  a  2.8 
cumulative  average,  and  be  a  member 
of  the  Sophomore,  Junior  or  Senior  Class. 

Candidates  must  be  an  integral  part 
of  at  least  two  (2)  extracurricular  ac- 
tivities. Dean's  list  is  not  to  be  thought 
of  as  an  extracurricular  activity. 

This  activity  would  be  rated  on  a  point 
system,  as  follows: 

1.0  -  Poor  Participation 
2.0  -  Some  Participation 
e.O  -  Fair  Participation 

4.0  -  Good,  constructive  parti- 
cipation. 
5.0  -  Excellent  participation 


The  committee  formed  to  screen  each 
candidate  will  employ  this  point,  system 
by  consultation  with  the  advisor  in 
charge  of  the  particular  activity  in  or- 
der to  evaluate  the  candidate's  parti- 
cipation. 

The  candidate's  eligibility  will  first 
be  determined  by  his/her  academic  ac- 
complishments; but  this  does  not  mean 
that  this  will  be  the  sole  deciding  fac- 
tor in  determining  a  candidate's  nomi- 
nation. 

The  screening  process  to  beconducted 
upon  each  candidate  will  be  done  by  a 
committee  composed  of  the  following: 

A.  Five  Faculty 

B.  Five   Administrative   Officers 

C.  Five  Students  at  large 

D.  The  Executive  Board  of  SGA 

E.  The     candidate's    department 
chairman. 


The  five  faculty  members  are  to  be 
selected  by  the  Student  Government 
Council  in  conjunction  with  the  Faculty 
Senate. 

The  administrative  officers  will  con- 
sist of  the   Dean   of  Man;  the  Dean  of 
Women;    the  Dean  of  Academic  Students 
Dean    of    Students,    and    the   Assistant 
to  the  President. 

The  five  students  at  large  will  be 
volunteers.  In  the  event  of  more  than 
five  volunteers,  the  initial  Who's  Who 
committee  will  decide  which  of  the  vo- 
lunteers will  serve.  This  is  to  insure 
that  "favoritism"  will  not  be  practiced. 

It  is  understood  that  each  candidate 
will  be  individually  screened.  Students 
who  fulfill  the  foregoing  qualifications, 
in  the  judgement  of  the  committee,  will 
be  nominated  for  Who's  Who.

Claire  Antil,  a  sopho- 
more, was  appointed  by  Student  Govern- 
ment to  replace  Ron  Rosado  who  re- 
signed recently.  The  council  believes 
that  with  the  addition  of  a  female  stu- 
dent it  will  be  more  representative  of 
the  student  body.
